In the horticultural technology 
field there are between 30 and 40 
different kinds of jobs. In irriga¬ 
tion technology between 20 and 30, 
and in fashion and design techno¬ 
logy about 20.

ANNUAL WEED ESSAY 
CONTEST 

How about a winner from Alber¬ 
ta? Some lucky boy or girl is going 
to win the $300 scholarship, spon¬ 
sored by the North-Central Weed 
Control Conference—why not let 
it be you? 

This annual contest is open to 
boys and girls between the ages 
of 12 and 18 whose parents are 
engaged In operating a farm in 
one of the three prairie provinces 
or the 14 noplh-central states. 

W. I.obay, Head of the Weed 
Control Branch of the Provincial 
Plant Industry Division, stresses 
that the essay mast deal specifi¬ 
cally with how weeds are controll¬ 
ed on the writer's family farm, and 
that it should not be more than 
1,000 words in length. It should 
contain a description of the 
methods used rather than provide 
a summary of general weed control 
techniques. The essay must be 
written in the English language 
and be either typed or written in 
ink on one sid« of the paper only. 

Judging will be based on 75 per 
cent of the marks for subject mat¬ 
ter in the essay and 25 per cent 
for the method of presentation. 

The successful contestant can 
use the North-Central Weed Con¬ 
trol conference scholarship to at¬ 
tend any recognized agricultural or 
home economics college up to 
three years after he graduates 
from high school. The only stipu¬ 
lation is that the course chosen 
must lead to a degree or diploma 
in agriculture or home economics. 

In addition to the $300 scholar¬ 


ship, an awaid of $25 will be of¬ 
fered for the best essay from each 
province. Many municipalities i n 
Alberta are also offering attractive 
prizes on the local level. 

Since all essays must be in the 
hands of district agriculturists by 
Oct. 10, anyone planning to com¬ 
pete in this competition should 
start preparing his or her essay 
immediately. 

Complete details on rules for 
entering the contest can be obtain¬ 
ed from this office.

Since this has been a busy week, 
I am sending along some little 
hints, news items and suggestions 
garnered from here and there. 

Defrosting your deepfreeze a 
problem? Use your hair dryer or 
put the vacuum cleaner hose on 
the blower end. The warm air will 
quickly loosen frost so that it falls 
off in sheets. 

Large frozen juice cans make 
excellent moulds for refrigerator 
cookie dough. Cut both ends of the 
can, pack In your cookie dough, 
freeze, then remove from the can. 
Each roll can then be individually 
wrapped in foil or saran. Frozen 
cookie dough may be sliced and 
baked without thawing. 

Grease bottom of cake pans 
only. If the sides are not greased 
the batter will cling to the sides 


and the cake will rise higher. 

Iced tea or coffee is greatly im¬ 
proved if the ice cubes are made 
of tea, coffee or lemon juice in¬ 
stead of water. 

If you’re still having trouble with 
your pastry — why not roll it out 
between 2 pieces of waxed paper. 
Your pieshell will be more tender 
as overworking and too much 
flour toughens it. 

Making meat pies’ For a new 
flavor treat why not use tomato 
juice Instead of water for liquid 
in your pastry. Delicious and 
different.
